FCC ANNUAL REPORT 


FCC's annual report for fiscal 1970 has finally become available 
in quantity, some six months later than usual. AS to amateurs, 
pertinent excerpts are: 

“Beginning its 8th year, the Amateur Radio Service continues to 
provide a stimulating and educational hobby directed toward the 
advancement of the art, the promotion of international goodwill, 
and contribution to public service. Amateurs provided hundreds of 
hours of emergency communications to stricken areas throughout 
the Southeast during Hurricane Camille. 

“Fiscal 1970 was the first year that the Amateur Extra Class and 
the Advanced Class of operators recorded over 10,000 and 50,000 
individual licenses respectively. This significant achievement of 
increasing quality and performance is attributed largely to the 
Commission's ‘Incentive Licensing’ program. 

“The techniques of space communications in the Amateur 
Service were further advanced during the year with the successful 
launching of Australis OSCAR V satellite on January 23, 1970, The 
amateur community throughout the world participated in tracking 
‘operations and many amateurs were able to detect and interpret 


the telemetry signals heard during the entire 23-day life span of the

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SALVAGING A MULTI-BAND BEAM 
By Bob Patten, Ws0ZF 
Part II Multi-band Vertical for Portable Use 


If your beam came down in a storm, the aluminum tubing used 
for the elements is most likely good only for scrap metal. Several of 
the twelve traps in your tri-bander should have survived the ex- 
perience, however. Of course, if they all made it, the obvious ap- 
roach is to buy some new tubing and rebuild the beam. If you 
‘managed to salvage only a few of the traps, you still have material 
for a very effective multi-band vertical. Two traps, about 15 feet of 
tubing, and some miscellaneous hardware are all the material 
required for this antenna. 


‘The base for our multi-band vertical is designed to screw into a 
mobile ball mount. It is made by sandwiching ten” diameter flat 
‘washers on 13," long % - 24 bolt. This leaves about 12" of thread 
exposed to screw into the ball mount. The sandwiched washers are 
clamped into one end of a length of 1” diameter aluminum tubing. 
‘The tubing is first slotted to allow compression, and a 1” hose 
clamp is fitted over the tubing. The same bolt and washer com- 
bination may be used at the top of the vertical to allow mounting of 
‘240 or 80 meter Hustler resonator. This gives the antenna five band 
capability (four bands without changing the top resonator) 

‘Tubing lengths will depend on the ground system used or the 
vehicle on which the antenna is mounted, The length from the base 
to the first trap will be approximately nine feet. The lengths bet- 
‘ween traps and in the top section will have to be determined during 
tuning. The original lengths used in the tribander will probably be 
too short for this antenna. The nine foot lower section is made from 
twos foot telescoping sections. The antenna is transported in three 
pieces: the nine foot base section telescoped down to five feet, the 
trap assembly, and the Hustler resonator. Assembly atthe 
operating site takes only about two minutes 


‘Tuning is accomplished as on most trap antennas. The nine foot 
section is first adjusted for resonance on the desired 10 meter 
frequency; the section between traps is adjusted for resonance on 
45; and, finally, the top section is adjusted for 20 meters. Ifthe top 
section is tuned with the 40 meter resonator on it, retuning will be 
necessary on 20 meters if the resonator is removed. The top sec- 
tions of the 49 and 60 meter resonators will have ta be shortened 
considerably and their band width will be greatly improved with 
the longer mast. 

My 4-bander is mounted on the right front fender of my VW 
Squareback. Although the antenna is about 17 feet high, the mobile 
mount is rugged enough to support it even during high winds. In 
fact, 1 have done some limited driving with no. problem en- 
cauntered. 


Some rough checks were made on the performance of this an- 
tenna. Comparisons were made against a Hustler mobile mast 
using the various resonators. The Hustler showed increased 
directivity over the hood of the car; the 4-bander appeared omni- 
directional. On 20 meters, the ¢-bander showed about 3 db increase 
in signal strength over the Hustler in its best direction, On 20 
meters, the Hustler mast and resonator showed a band-width of 
about 30 ke; the 4-bander with the 80 meter resonator covers about 
100 ke on 80. Along with this improvement in performance is the 
ease of band changing which is extremely useful during contests,

RF VSSOLID STATE III 
‘By Bob O'Connor, WaPFH 

After reading the replies to my first article om this problem 
‘concerning the church organ and realizing that they run the whole 
gamut from portable radios to stereo units and other solid state 
‘devices running into the thousands of dollars, I decided that rather 
than try to supply some tips, which will come later, I find that the 
‘quoted F.C.C. field bulletin date Apr. 14, 1969 just about covers the 
problem from the amateur standpoint. This bulletin should be cut 
‘ut, or this issue of SKIP carefully preserved as an argument 
against your being called to task, assuming your equipment is 
‘operating properly.

Federal Communications Commission 
Field Engineering Bureau 
Bulletin 
snufacturers of audio devices for home use do not design such 
equipment to operate in the presence of strong radio signals from 
nearby radio or shortwave stations. Strong radio signals which 
cause interference to audio devices require that special treatment 
be given to the audio device receiving the interference. 

“The Commission cannot give any protection to audio device 
from interfering signals. The only “cure” is by treatment of the 
audio device receiving the interference. 

“You should, therefore, contact the dealer or manufacturer of 
your audio device (or telephone company for telephone in- 
terference) for assistance. 

“The state of the electronics art is'such that it is possible to 
‘manufacture “custom built” audio devices: that is, to install in the 
‘complete shielding and special circuits to reject nearly all types of 
unwanted signals, Cost of such special design and circuitry would 
necessitate an increase in the price of the devices. 

“Perhaps less than one percent of the zotal number of audio 
devices in operation today will ever be located near enough to any 
kkind of radio station so that the device would respond to undesired 
radio signals, which itis not designed to receive when in the strong 
field of a nearby station. If it does, it needs additional filtering or 
shielding, or both 

“Manufacturers believe it unfair to burden an entire population 
‘with the additional cost of special circuits and design inasmuch as 
the number of devices affected is relatively small. Therefore, in the 
less than one percent of the instances where interference is caused 
by insufficient rejection of strong unwanted signals by the devices, 
many manufacturers, dealers and servicemen have worked out 
procedures and processes for interference elimination in such 
specific cases, 

“The statement of a salesman or dealer that he sells a good 
‘quality device, or that there is nothing wrong with the device, is not 
enough. Persons receiving the interference must fully recognize 
thesituation involved, The audio device may be an excellent one in 
performing the task it was designed to do, Regardless of the quality 
ff the device. special treatment of it for rejection of strong un- 
wanted signals is essential in some iocalities. 

“R F interference (o transistorized audio amplifiers can be 
eliminated in most cases by connecting capacitors or both 
capacitors and RLF. chokes directly fram base to ground of the 
input transistor.

DIODES 
MANY USES 


By DonPatzsch, KEEDA. 


Sometimes we forget about 
the applications other than 
radio for solid state parts. Take 
the diode for example 

Suppose there were a light 
fixture that was difficult to 
reach, How would you make the 
lamp last longer than usual? 
One way is toreduce the voltage 
by using a transformer, but 
another way is to use a simple 
diode, disconnect ane wire from 
the light switeh, and put 2 600 
PIV 1 amp diode in series with 
the wire. The standard in- 
candescent light bulb will now 
last five years, rather than the 
usual 750 hours (about three 
months of 10 hour a day bur- 
ning). The light output will be 
Jess, but not @ great deal less. 
‘Try’ it It would work equally 
well with dial lamps or any 
other lamp, as long as it is an 
incandescent lamp. The power 
deliyered to the lamp is just one 
half of what it was. Therefore, 
toinerefse the light with use af 
the diode, you may want to 
double the wattage lamp used, 
‘Tryit. The off, dim, bright light 
sswiteh Works this same way; in 
off position the wire is 
disconnected, in dim position 
the diode is in series, and in 
bright position, the diode is 
shorted out. To enhance the 
‘difference between dim and 
bright, special diodes are used. 
Let's say we want very dim and 
also full brightness—we may 
uusea triac that will not fire until 
say 450 into the cycle. We can 
then accomplish the desired 
resull, but if we leave the lamp 
in the dim condition, the life of 
the lamp is many times that of 
the rating. Have you thought 
about that factor?

WAUE, Bob Gray, in Ocala 
had an unfortunate experience 
recently. He sprayed his 
Galaxie band switch with 
something Ihat either attacked 
the plastic of the switch or 
‘maybe it contained some type of 
flammable chemical and 2 
small fire resulted. 

‘There have been some ar- 
ticles on sprays in various 
electronic publications. Here is 
a quick summation that may 
prevent someone else having 
this happen, 

‘Aerosol cans usually use 
Freon 12 as a propellant The 
pressure varies greatly with 
temperature. At70 degrees itis 
around 70 Ibs, but let the sun 
shine on it a while and you will 
have a bomb. 

One of the very best cleaners 
is Freon 11. It has altogether 
different characteristics than 
Faz 

In times past the contents of 
these aerosol cans has been 2 
mistery. However, lately, the 
manujacturers have been 
forced into saying what it will or 
won't do. 

Read the label before buying 
Look out for those that say 

“flammable mixture,” “*harm- 
fal to plasties,”” Look for ‘will 
not harm insulators,” ‘Will not 
affect electrical charac- 
teristics,” “leaves no residue,” 
“nonconducting,” and of 
course, non-flammable. 


ually the trouble with 
itches is dirt, Poor contact, 
spray cleaner will do the job 
very well, 

Lubrication is debatable. 
Lubricant is very apt to collect 
more dirt and away-we-go- 
again. Sprays containing 
silicone — after the switch 
contacts have been cleaned — 
used in very small quantities 
would be in order.
